NEW ORLEANS, March 2 (UPI)— District Attorney 
Jim Garrison plans to file today a bill of information 
accusing a civic leader of con spiring to murd er Presi den t 
Kennedy. 


The bill may reveal what role 
Garrison contends ^laySh^v, 
54, former managing director 
of the International Trade Mart, 
played in the alleged plot. 

The district attorney, who 
ordered Shaw 'arrested yester- 
day, thus far has declined to 
indicate how he believes the 
suspect was implicated in the 
•assassination. 

The arrest of .Shaw was the 
first in Garrison’s investigation. 
He said it would not be the last. 

Shaw's associates Said the 
silver-haired ha etor^supported 
Kennedy fo/ eleetioiT in 1960. 

Shaw was booked three hours 
after his arrest was announced, 
and freed on $10,000 bond. He 
would not comment after his 
release. 

CLAIMED SOLUTION 

Garrison last month an- 
nounced he had “solved the 
mystery” of the assassination 
and every person involved would 
be arrested. He said the Warren 
Commission was wrong in con- 
cluding Lee Harvey. Oswald 
acted alone in the 1963 tragedy 
at Dallas. 

Shaw and a Saturn rocket 
plant quality control inspector, 
.lames Lewallen. 38. were sub- 
poenaed by Garrison's office 
and told to appear yesterday 
for questioning. 

Lewallen, who works for the 
Boeing Co. at the space agen- 
cy’s Michoud Saturn rocket 
plant, *"SWecP first and left 
with his attorney a few hours 
later. Lewallen was questioned 
because he once shared an 
apartment with a key figure in 
the Garrison Investigation, Da- 
vid W. Ferrie who was found 
>dead in his apartment Feb. 22. 

Shaw’s name had not been 
mentioned in connection with 
the case and- his arrest was 
something of a bombshell. 

Shaw was director of the 
Trade Mart Horn 1949 until 
his retirement in September, 
1965.

Shaw was described as a 
“political liberal, very admiring 
of President Kennedy,’* by 


Jesse Core, who worked with 
Shaw at the Trade Mart in 
1963. 

pshaw said in an interview 
ast week he saw Oswald dis- 
tributing Fair ' Play for Cuba 
Committee leaflets near the 
Did Trade Mart in 1963, but 
rever met Oswald arid had not 
talked to him. 

Some of Garrison’s 'investi- 
gators, r armed with a search 
warrant, examined Shaw’s 
French Quarter apartment yes- 
terday while Shaw was being 
questioned. ^ 

Garrison, on his way :to j 
police headquarters before 
Shaw’s booking, mentioned an- 
other person in his investiga- 
tion, Sergio Archacha Smith of 
Dallas: - / 

Two of Garrison’s investi- 
gators tried to induce Arch- 
acha, a career diplomat in pre- 
Castro Cuba and an anti- 
Castroite, to come to New Or- 
leans. The Cuban said he would 
talk (to them only in the pre- 
sence of Dallas policemen. 

In other developments, a
